Due to the numerous and widely divergent variables in the compound of formula 
(I), it would be impossible to list all groups under the time constraints due to the sheer 
volume of subject matter instantly claimed. Therefore, applicant may choose to elect a 
single invention (a product or a method of use of said product) by identifying another 
specific embodiment, i.e. another value for A, E, D, X, Y, Z, R1-R5, not listed in the 
exemplary groups of the invention and examiner will endeavor to group the same. 

The claims herein lack unity of invention under PCT rule 13.1 and 13.2 since, 
under 37 CFR 1 .475(a) the compounds defined in the claims lack a significant structural 
element qualifying as the special technical feature that defines a contribution over the 
prior art, as well as lack a core structure which can be seen by two formulas (I) and (II) 
in the same application.
